Mrs. Victor Eliot of Victoria Is 
Victim of Daring 
Thief 



TRUNK WAS BROKEN OPEN 



Robbery Took Place During Roturn 
Trip from Old Country to 
This City. 



Somewhere between Liverpool, Eng., 
and Victoria — maybe In this city- 
Mrs. Victor Eliot, was robbed of 
thousands of dollars worth of jewels, 
royal tokens and family heirlooms, to 
which there is attached a sentimental 
value that Is beyond estimate on a 
money basis. 

Tho robbery was not discovered till 
last night when Mrs. Eliot, who ar- 
rived home on the Princess Victoria 
yesterday afternoon, and, with her 
husband, had taken her abode tem- 
porarily with her mother, Mrs. Walter 
Lunglcy, Pemberton road, commenced 
to unpack her luggage. 

Before sailing for home Mrs. Eliot 
had placed the jewels In an envelope, 
3ealed tho package and locked it a 
dispatch box which she deposited In 
one of her trunks. The trunk and box 
locks wore broken, the envelope torn 
open and the priceless jewels abstract- 
ed. 

Mrs. Eliot who was Miss Grace 
Edith Langley, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Langley of this city, was 
married on May 6, In St. Margaret's 
church. Westminster, to Victor George 
Eliot, son or the Very Rev. Dean of 
Windsor and the late Hon. Mrs. Eliot 
and godson of the late Queen Victor- 
ia to whom his mother, before tier 
marriage, was maid of honor. The 
wedding was a brilliant affair being 
attended by royalty, while all the 
guests were people of distinction. 

The most precious of the jewels 
which Mrs. Eliot received on her wed- 
ding day had been possessions of the 
bridegroom's mother to whom they 
were presented bv the late sovereign 
of illustrious memory. One wns an 
enamel locket, containing a miniature 
painting of Queen Victoria and a lock 
of her hair. Another was a miniature 
of the queen, a little larger than 
a twenty-five cent piece, and set all 
around with diamonds. In the collec- 
tion there was also a ruby and dia- 
mond pendant, oval shape, about two 
Inches long; diamond and pearl ear- 
rings, daisy shape; a pearl star; 
amethyst and pearl pendant, and var- 
ious other articles of a similar nat- 
ure. 

Mr. and Mrs. Eliot sailed from Eng- 
land, June 14, on the Empress of Brit- 
ain. Mrs. Eliot did not think It wise 
to carry her treasures on her person, 
and took particular care to place them 
where she thought they would be saf- 
est. By previous arrangement her 
baggage was not searched by the cus- 
toms officers at Montreal, and there- 
fore It is not known whether the locks 
were tampered with during the ocean 
voyage. Prom the time the trunk was 
securely locked, before sailing, till it 
was delivered at the Langley resi- 
dence, in this city, last night. there 
was not the slightest cause for sus- 
picion of anything wrong. 

Tho police throughout Canada. Eng- 
land and the United States will be In- 
formed of the robbery, and furnished 
with descriptions of the stolen jew- 
els.

Lake of tho Woods Company Adds to 
Its Facilities. 

Keewatln, Ont„ Juno 27.— D. V. 
Hastings, general manager of the Lake 
of the AVoods Milling Co. said today 
that their now mill, "C," started grind- 
ing yesterday and turned out three 
thousand barrels, "We expect In a 
day or two to be running live thou- 
sand barrels dally. Although tho ma- 
chinery has been running for some 
days, wheat was not turned on until 
yesterday. This now mill places tho 
Lake of the Woods Milling Co. In the 
position of having the fifth largest 
daily capacity of any milling company 
in the British Empire." 

WINNIPEG'S GROWTH. 

Population Increasing, Though Build- 
ing Permits Decrease. 

Winnipeg, June 27.— The city build- 
ing total for 11107 has reached the 
$4,150,000 mark, as compared with 
$6,800,000 at this date last year. The 
number of permits Issued to date this 
year Is 1681, about 20 less than at this 
time last year. The decrease in the 
figures Is accounted for by the absence 
of large permits this year, whereas 
last year almost every day In the 
spring season brought in a permit for 
a building to cost $50,000. The resi- 
dence growth this year Is very nearly 
as great as it was in 190G,- and the 
population of the city J.s extending 
with a rapidity equal to that of any 
former year.

PEACE CONFERENCE 
COMMITTEES AT WORK 



Propositions on Arbitration, 
Bombardments and Red 
Cross Considered 



The Hague, June 27.— The first sub- 
commltteo (arbitration) of the first 
committee, met today, M, Bourgeois 
presiding. He read a communication 
from the Pan-American congress held 
at Rio Janloro, u \. ..i ncing the re- 
sults reached on the subject of arbi- 
tration and expressing the wish to see 
these principles adopted by the peace 
conference in a. manner correspondent 
with the Interest of the civilized world. 
M. Bourgeois also read a communica- 
tion from Argentina regarding arbi- 
tration in general and its relation to 
The Hague court of arbitration. 

Tho Argentina delegation submitted 
the text of till the arbitration treaties 
concluded since the conference or 1899, 
and began reading the arbitration con- 
vention of 1809. Eight articles wore 
read without observation except from 
Joseph W. Choate, who proposed tho 
addition to article 3 of part 11, the 
words, "and to the desirable end that 
tho signatory pow-rs should offer their 
good offices and mediation." 

At tlii- meeting of the sub-commit- 
tee on tho bombardment of harbors, 
etc., General Horace Porter's propo- 
sition in regard to the bombardment 
of unfortified towns was chiefly dealt 
with. Joseph II. Choate, General 
Horaco 'Porter, David 1 1 ill .and James 
B. Scott were present. Dr. Hagerup, 
president of the sub-committee, said 
thai the questions referring to the 
bombardment of undefended towns 
and the laying of mines, although 
technical, have also a judicial charac- 
ter, which must be defined in a hu- 
manitarian way, thus helping the 
cause of peace. 

Conn' Tornielli, Italy, and M. 
Tcharykoff, Russia, announced propo- 
sitions on the subject of the bombard- 
ment of harbors, and Italy, Japan, 
Brazil and Holland announced amend- 
ments lo the proposition referring to 
the laying of mines and torpedoes. 
The sub-committee aUo discussed the 
application of the Red Cross conven- 
tion to naval warfare.

ADVERTISING BRINGING RESULTS 



Influx From Mother Country Expect- 
ed to Be Greater Than From tho 
States 



Edmonton, June 27.— Hon. C. 10. 
Cross, of Alberta, returned lo Edmon- 
ton last night after two months' ab- 
sence In England and Europe, where 
he went for the purpose of consulting 
specialists regarding his throat, which 
has for some time given him consider- 
able trouble. 

With respcot to Immigration and his 
observations In the Old Country, Mr. 
Cross says Immigration from the Bri- 
tish Islands to Canada has only just 
begun, and Canada is believed by the 
people and the government to be the 
most promising Held for colonization. 
British capitalists are becoming in- 
terested in Canada as a field for secure 
and profitable investment, and a land 
of boundless possibilities. He attri- 
buted the Interest of English settlers 
in Canada to the intelligent and en- 
ergetic Immigration policy of the pre- 
sent minister of the Interior, Hon. 
Frank Oliver. The stream of settlers 
from Great Britain is setting in with 
an Intensity and greater volume than 
that which has boon flowing over the 
Canadian bonier from the United 
Slates during the last eight years. 
What lion. Mr. Slfton did to advertise 
Canada In the United States, Hon. Mr. 
Oliver has done to advertise tho west- 
ern provinces In Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

"Once started," said Mr. Cross, "this 
(low of immigration will continue to 
bring in thousands of the very best 
settlers to western Canada." 

"When I left England," said Mr. 
Cross, "tho weather was cold and 
wet. It was colder than was reported 
from Edmonton. 

"Weather conditions In France were 
a month behind the normal conditions 
this year. Fruit trees and large foli- 
age of the Mediterranean were from 
three to four weeks behind former 
years. 

- "In fact," said Mr. Cross, "the 
weather has been backward all over 
the world, ami from what I learn, 
Alberta gains in comparison with 
other countries, far surpassing Eng- 
land and parts of Europe." 

Mr. Cross also said that complaints 
were general as to tho condition of the 
winter crop in eastern Europe. 



BRITISH TRADE AGENTS 

Commissioner Grigg to Appoint nine in 
Canadian Cities 

Toronto, Juno 27.— Richard Grlgg. 
commissioner of the Imperial Board of 
Trade lo Canada, who recently 'made a 
trip through tho Dominion, will ap- 
point nine commercial correspondents 
or agents In the Dominion to keep the 
Board constantly in touch with all 
trade matters in Canada. They will be 
located probably at Halifax, St. John, 
Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Winnipeg, Vancouver and some other 
city In tho west. 



Another Paper Combine 

Milwaukee, June 27.— The Evening 
Wisconsin today says: "If present 
plans arc matured the manufacturers 
of print and others classes of first 
class paper In Wisconsin, embracing 
somo twenty-live large mills, will 
shortly form one of tho largest own- 
ing and operating paper manufactur- 
ing syndicates In the country. The 
late General Paper company, which 
surrendered its charter, because of 
federal objection. A largo majority 
of the paper mills, which formerly 
were part of the General Paper com- 
pany are said to fie Interested in the 
proposed organization."

— Canada will pay 
her tribute to the lamented 'William 
McKlnley on Saturday morning, when 
the Governor-General foot guards, of 
Ottawa, who came to Buffaio as the 
guests id' the 74th regiment, will lay 
a wreath on the McKlnley monument. 
The Canadian soldiers have expressed 
a desire to honor tie' memory of the 
martyred president. On tho arrival of 
the guards they will march down 
Main street to Genesee street, thence 
to tho McKlnley monument, where the 
Impressive service will bo performed. 



Drank Cyanido of Potassium 

Rochester, X. Y., Juno 27. — Peter 
and David Morad, of Philadelphia, en 
route to Geneva, N. V., on the Black 
Diamond express last night, accepted 
a drink of whisky from Boo. B. King, 
who boarded the train at Wilkesbarre. 
The three men finished the bottle and 
King procured a second one. Peter 
Morad took the first drink out of It. 
when King discovered that he bad 
given Morad a bottle containing cyan- 
ide of potassium. Morad Immediately 
collapsed, and when tho train reached 
Geneva was hurried to the hospital, 
where ho died in a few hours. King 
w.as arrested at Geneva. At tho sta- 
tion he said ho had secured tho poison 
for himself, that bo Intended to end 
his life on account of family troubles. 



COURTING FUEL FAMINE 

Consumers and Dealers in Northwest 
Are Dilatory 

Winnipeg, June 27. — Advices to the 
Canadian Pacific arc to tho effect that 
the country consumers of coal are not 
buying for winter consumption any 
more largely than they did last year, 
and that country merchants are not 
ordering more largely in advance 
than they did last year. Tho Impres- 
sion appears to prevail in Canadian 
Pacific freight circles that there will 
bo trouble again thlH winter with tho 
fuel situation unless tho consumers 
and' dealers can be persuaded to buy 
largely early in the season.

— Mr. Birrell, chief 
secretary of Ireland, in introducing 
the evicted tenants bill In tlie House 
of Commons today said: "Rain is 
falling pitilessly In the west of Ire- 
land. The turf is rotting and the sea- 
weed used as manure is as wet as 
when taken from the sea. Such it 
measure as this will be taken by (hat 
population its a token of good feeding. 
It will do much to bind up many a 
woll-nlght broken heart, and In some 
measure staunch bleeding wounds. 

"There are two thousand tenants lo 
bo reinstated, and the government 
wants to make a clear job of It. and 
must acquire land by compulsory 
means." 



Boise, Idaho, Juno 27. — A. F. Davis 
came to the stand for cross-examina- 
tion at 9.30 o'clock this morning in 
tho trial of W. D. Haywood for mur- 
der.. 

Senator Borah took Davis and asked 
about tho period ho spent In hiding 
la the Hercules mine after the Bunker 
Hill explosion. Ho said that Paul- 
son and another were thoro. He re- 
membered two men calling at the mine 
while ho was there. They were union 
men getting out of the country. Orch- 
ard said that he was at the Hercules 
at this time. Davis was unable to 
I recall Orchard as one of these men, 
nor could ho remember when ho first 
met Stove Adams at Cripple Creek, 
Davis said ho was at home on the 
night of the Vindicator mine explo- 
sion, and denied that ho had called 
at Orchard's house early and taken 
him to a union meeting. 

Davis could not tell v. hen ho last 
saw Orchard prior to the explosion. 

Referring to his previous testimony 
that all was quiet at Cripple Creek be- 
fore the troops were sent there, Davis 
admitted that he hail heard of various 
murders there, but that some had oc- 
curred after tho troops arrived. How- 
ever, ho Insisted that he would stand 
on his previous statement regarding 
tin; conditions at Cripple Creek before 
the troops came there. Davis said 
the mine owners continually sought 
to disrupt tho Federation. He be- 
lieved the two men killed at tho Vin- 
dicator mine wore non-union men. Da- 
vis also denied that there were un- 
usual features of the Denver conven- 
tion of the Federation, regarding which 
Orchard had testified that Haywood 
had told him that something should 
"be pulled off."

THE PLUMBERS' COMBINE 

Manager of Dominion Radiator Com- 
pany Has to Pay Fino 

Toronto, Juno 27. — Judgment has 
been given In the case of Rex vs. Mc- 
Mlchael, in which Peter M. Mitchell, 
manager of the Dominion Radiator 
Company, was defendant in an Indict- 
ment under the criminal code for con- 
spiracy to unduly limit facilities for 
supplying plumbers' supplies by giv- 
ing to members of the Musters plumb- 
ers' Association a preference or 20 per 
cent, over other dealers who did not 
belong to that, organization. Chief 
Justice Muloolc held that as manager 
of tho company he had conducted the 
negotiations which led up to the sing- 
ing of the Illegal agreements. A fine 
of $250 is Imposed, with costs. 



Engineer Killed 

Philadelphia, June 27.— In a collision 
on the Pennsylvania railway near 
Cynwd, between an accommodation 
train and a freight locomotive, En- 
gineer Oliver Renert, of the passenger 
train, was killed and several passen- 
gers Injured. 

Garbage in Streets 

Xew York, Juno 27.— The health of 
this city today is threatened by hun- 
dreds of tons of garbage and rubbish 
thrown into the streets by residents 
of many Easl Side houses because of 
the strike of about one thousand street 
cleaning department drivers. 



Ottawa, Juno 27. — The census and 
statistics department Issued a bulletin 
today on tho capital employed In. the 
manufacturing establishments In Can- 
ada. In 1905 tho amount of capital in 
manufacturing Industries was $813.- 
911.178, as compared with $446,916,487 
In 1!)00. This shows an Increase in the 
live years, of $3117,000,000, or about 00 
per cent, while the production increas- 
ed by $231,000,000, or about 50 per 
cunt. Tho disparity in tho rates of in- 
crease is said to bo duo to the inabil- 
ity of recently established works to 
produce their full capacity. In car 
works for example the rates of pro- 
duction to capital In 1000 was 
151, and in 1905 it was 101. in Port- 
land cement works it was SG ahd 15, 
in smelting' works it was 07 and 32, 
and in electric light works It was 17 
and 9 for each year respectively. Tho 
live years have boon a growing period 
in industrial investment, and tho full 
results are not yet realized. 

A crisis has boon reached in tho 
dealings between the government and 
the Ross Rifle Company of Quebec. 
At tho last meeting of tho cabinet tho 
unsatisfactory manner in which tho 
company is carrying out its contract 
and especially as regards delivery^, 
was discussed, and It was decided to 
peremptorily instruct the officials of 
the Finance Department to shut down 
on any further payments to tho com- 
pany until Sir Wilfred Laurler and 
Mr. Fielding return to Canada. The 
Grand Trunk Railway has applied to 
tho Labor Department for a board of 
conciliation to settlo matters In dis- 
pute, such as wages, hours and rules, 
botween the company and its locomo- 
tive engineers all over tho system. 

The officials of tho Dominion ob- 
servatory have discovered a comet, 
which is rapidly approaching tho sun, 
and should bo visible to the naked eyo 
by September. 

A special cable says: "Premier 'Me- 
Brido closes his mission to Bondon to- 
day, and sails on the Empress of Ire- 
land tomorrow. It is not expected 
that the obstruction to tho British 
North America bill in the house of 
Commons will prove serious. A little 
group of opposition members, includ- 
ing Banbury, Claude and Hay, are not 
sorry for any opportunity of giving 
Winston Churchill and tho govern- 
ment a dig, but they are not likely to 
go to the length of imperilling tho 
bill. It will, however, now need a 
special push to pass tho bill through 
both houses before July 1. Tho sug- 
gestion that Premier McBrldo is In 
any way responsible for the obstruc- 
tion is not seriously credited."

'Members of the Canadian club of 
Victoria who attended the luncheon in 
the Poodle Dog restaurant yesterday 
wore treated to something out of the 
ordinary in the way of an address by 
W. 1'. Archibald, Dominion parole of- 
ficer, who was the guest of honor. The 
subject was "Modern Treatment of the 
Criminal" and the speaker dealt with 
It from psychological, practical, econ- 
omic and humane standpoints. Mr. 
Archibald's official position has given 
him the best of opportunity to study 
the. criminal character, and his ad- 
dross gave evidence that he has tai<en 
a heartfelt interest In the problem of 
dealing with men who are released 
from penal servitude. He made a 
touching appeal for a mere charitable 
consideration of the ex-convict, par- 
ticularly the one who could not be 
classed as an habitual criminal, and 
expressed a belief that reformation 
was greatly hindered by the general 
cold attitude of law-abiding citizens 
toward men who had worn prison 
garb.

\ Mr. .Archibald on rising was greeted 
T with unanimous applause. He said he 
t considered It a privilege and a pleas- 
' uro to address such a representative 
gathering on a .subject to which be 
had become devoted. He was always 
pleased to have an opportunity to 
awaken an interest In that unfortu- 
nate class of humanity with which he 
came closely in touch, and which suf- 
fered from lack of proper svmpathv 
Ho continued: 

"However viewed, crime presents a 
great many pressing problems. 
Many systems have been Inaugurated 
during the last century, all pointing 
to the betterment of our social con- 
ditions. It is a hopeful sign and one 
of progress to know that our Canadi- 
an people are thinking seriously on 
criminal problems, and the enthusi- 
asm which impels the attack of 
those toiling f„r the uplifting of our 
fallen will grow by their efforts un- 
til greater victories are finally won. 

'"I'lie man while remaining a crim- 
inal is a constant menace to society, 
also to the life- mid property of the 
individual. He is a tremendous bur- 
den upon the resources of the state 
financially and ethically. lie is an 
abiding heart -ache to every one with 
n feeling of pity or an inspiration for 
the nobility and progress id' human- 

"The criminal is not a n isolated lib- 
er but a condition of life closely 
Interwoven with all that goes to make 
our complex social fabric. He Is. 
not an Isolated but an associated fac- 
tor. He Is something more than a 
relic from past ages. He Is not a 
mere reversion to a primitive type or 
humanity, but an actual, if very im- 
perfect, member of our present soci- 
ety.

! specimen of humanity that some would 
have us believe. Whatever he may 
have dene, he is part of that corpor- 
ate life in which we all live and have 
lour being. I do ma believe the crim- 
inal act to he a strange deed of a re- 
: mote and non-human order of being, 
J nor the outcome of a satanle prompt- 
ings, hut a part of the conduct of one 
who is linked in a thousand and one 
ways with las fellows. The act is 
antl-snclal, anarchic, and distinctive, 
hut te understand the actor we must 
revert In his serial conditions and 
human relations. So likewise we trace 
our criminal problems to their true 
rootage and treat them successfully 
only when we can understand the 
cause from a broad and scientific 
view point, seeing in the criminal a 
social unit not unified a social factor 
not socialized, and an ethical possi- 
bility not realized.

\a le ft standing outside of a 
Canadian penal Institution on the day 
of his or he r release, without a friend 
to aid or the. opportunity of follow- 
ing ui> the good Impressions often 
made while under authority. 

"My own experience with convicts 
lms been chiefly with discharged or 
paroled prisoners. What strikes me' 
most of all Is not Ihelr resentful and 
ferocious disposition so much as their 
infantile; helplessness. They seem to 
be crime poisoned and require tonics 
and training. It is a grievous social 
wrong to turn this rudderloss craft 
loose' upon tin- troubled paths of life's 
sea, for I find a large' number of our 
discharged prisoners are Incapable of 
using an unconditional freedom with- 
out an oversight. We must strive 
earnestly for tho dl y when patrons 
or friends will be on hand to receive 
the discharged prisoner, having em- 
ployment and a helpful environment to 
assist the unfortunate and the erring 
into a life of good citizenship. What 
the discharged man needs is a friend 
providing practical assistance in his 
hour of ncoil by giving the man an op- 
portunity on the causeway of redemp- 
tion, 

"We realize that In making substan- 
tial progress in human affairs we 
must avoid the gloomy pathways of 
pessimism, intolerance, imcbarlty and 
Ignorance on the one hand, and the 
crude, untried projects of visionary 



enthusiasts on the oilier, and with an 
abiding • faith "i" Proyidence and a 
.steadfast confidence lii' man, do with 
humility, patience and fidelity the 
work today. By the doing of duty 
daily wo may indeed kindle fires that 
will burn for centuries and brighten 
the skies of time. 

"A man is not to be helped because 
he is a criminal and has been a pris- 
oner, but because lie is a man and 
needs help. I have no sympathy with 
that thought, that you are to buy a 
man off from preying upon society as 
a criminal by making things easy for 
him, or wafting the gentle breezes of 
good fortune In his direction. Bribe- 
bought Citizenship is worthless. Chil- 
dren that are controlled by candy and 
coaxing are subject to the early germs 
of criminality. Obedience soon be- 
comes to be measured by the supply 
of sweets, obedience at so much per- 
obey. Alas, 1 have known a number 
of men so destitute of conscience or 
principle that they cater to the so- 
ciety doing tho most for them on their 
discharge by way of "loaves and 
fishes," while reformation is .seldom 
given a serious thought. For one 
class of prisoners going out of a pris- 
on It is only too true that but little 
can bo done for them. The man who 
has used his Imprisonment to plan 
another "Job," as I have known a few 
of them to do, decs not need the help- 
ing hand on his discharge or the suit 
of clothes to help him on with bis 
"Job." Why should this man be 
given bis liberty at all is a question 
often asked. 

"Our very despair of helping confirm- 
ed criminals emphasizes the need of 
beginning the work of purifying soci- 
ety further up the stream, at the 
fountains of youth. 

"Circumstances are not tho cause of 
crime. Man Is the cause of crime. 
Circumstances nro hut the occasions 
of its commitment, Men may. ami 
do, commit crime In spite of circum- 
stances am] in tho best social sur- 
roundings. Adam I' ll in Eden. Seem,, 
men arc eagles to sear but some are' 
worms to wind their way through the 
dust of corruption and vice. There 
is In every man the possibility of 
crime. This consideration magnifies 
and ianiihaslz.es tile problem. 

Helping discharged prisoners disap- 
points a great many people. instead 
of accomplishing reformation they are 
duped and Imposed on. They roud 
some popular novel and take tills 
Imaginary estimate of the character of 
prisoners. They then go forth In 
their zeal and might to lift up this 
Idolized, down-trodden specimen of the 
genus-homo, who is largely responsible 
for what lie Is. They of course ex- 
pect a welcome like tho "flowers /if 
-May," but they meet the chilly Iron 
bars of reserve and the cold critical 
gazo of one who many times takes 
their measure for just what he can 
get out of them. Instead of being 
overwhelmed with gratitude'' they of- 
ten mee t with suspicion, slander, mis- 
understanding, reproach and sometimes 
cursing, yet withal you will have the 
joy of meeting some genuinely grate- 
ful and appreciative hearts. 

"Years ago when I first began to 
help men I used to hand over to < >t li - 
ers who were willing to lend a hand 
In this work, a bad man occasionally. 
Some time after one of these, patrons 
turned em me savagely as he said: 
"Why, that fellow wees a consumate 
scoundrel; he got drunk as soon as be 
got em and pawned the very clothes 
I gave him." I tried to Lell him thai 
pearls and diamonds are not picked 
upi.evory day, hut ho departed fully 
assured that he knew all about con- 
victs; ho had tried one and of course 
they wero all alike; are' they not till 
dressed alike? So he knew all about 
It. 

"A man who Is determined to be of 
practical help in the re-scim of dis- 
charged prisoners must practice tin: 
perseverance of the saints, ami at the 

same tl h.' will see a great deal 

to vonvlnco him of the' persistency of 
devils. Experience is not a motive 
power, it is a regulating power, ami 
nothing but genuine love can over- 
come the difficulties and sustain the 
heart In the 1 stress and force' of the 
e vil en,- coined In contact with in the 
prison atmosphere. 

"It is frequently tho case that the 
best prisoner proves the worst crim- 
inal. The confirmed, habitual profes- 
sional criminal is, as a rule, the' "best 
prisoner" under custody, You do not 
need to help him, for he will help him- 
self. Another who may he a first 
offendi r has not fallen into the routine 
■ o prb'on habits and discipline, has a 
will and individuality and self-asser- 
tion of his own, violates the rules and 
seldom gets a recommendation for 
conduct and Industry from tin- admin- 
istration of a prison view point

hT>pe of reform, while 
far less a criminal, is 
llloweel to drift unaided. It 
Is an exceedingly perplexing question 
to determine when a man will turn, 
and tei have tin- best means as your 
disposal for assisting him. I speak 
from experience in dealing with many 
men on thoir discharge and I find even 
some of the most "hopeless cases" 
truly re form, while some of the most 
hopeful ones to my mind, turn not hot 
drift mi."

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CRIMINALS* 

Mr. Archibald's address at tho Can- 
adian Club yesterday was valuable be- 
cause It- directed attention to a sub- 
ject of which we are very apt to lose 
sight. The problem presented by the 
fact that a certain percentage of the 
population can be counted upon as 
likoly to be convicted of crime every 
year is an exceedingly serious one, and 
when Mr. Archibald tells us that out 
of some sixteen hundred convicts, re- 
leased on parole, only two and a half 
per cent, have returned to criminal 
ways, ho makes the magnitude and 
pressing nature of the problem the 
more evident. What is a criminal'.' 
He is a man, who has been charged 
with an infraction of certain laws and 
has been proved guilty by the rules of 
evidence, which the courts have adopt- 
ed. These are the persons, whom the 
law punishes and for whose confine- 
ment prisons are maintained. We do 
not claim that the definition Is correct 
ethically, but it is practically, for the 
law cannot concern itself with the 
ethical side of an act. It must keep to 
the definitions which society has 
adopted, and it must be governed by 
rules as to proof, which experience has 
demonstrated are the safest. Hence it 
follows that every bad man may not 
be a criminal, nor every criminal a 
bad man. But we cannot seek out all 
the men, who are bad, and punisli them, 
and when a man has been tried and 
proved guilty, we cannot enter into 
the inmost recesses of his mind and 
determine the exact measure of his 
moral guilt. We must adopt certain 
general rules, even if because of them 
many wicked men escape and some in- 
nocent people suffer. 

In dealing with convicts there are 
certain sources of danger against 
which we must guard. There is grow- 
ing up in some communities, which it 
would not bo In good taste to name, 
the idea that if a man has been charged 
with a crime, been found guilty and 
served out the sentence imposed upon 
him, lie Is square with society. Of 
course he Is legally, but lie Is not 
ethically. He can square himself in 
the latter respect only by showing 
that he has abandoned criminal tend- 
encies. On the other hand, we are all 
of us apt to think that, once a crim- 
inal, always a criminal, which is a 
proposition that cannot be sustained. 
Mr. Archibald would have us lnnk 
upon a criminal as one, who In the 
great majority of cases is the product 
of his environment, from which we 
assume that the object of imprisonment 
Is not only to punish the crime, but 
also to remove the criminal from the 
environment which occasioned it. In 
other words, the aim of punishment Is 
dual. It is to deter other possible 
offenders, and it is to give an offender 
an opportunity to regain 



any evidence had been submitted to 
the jury. It Is true that Mr. Justice 
Landry, before whom the case was to 
bo tried, practically decided it In ad- 
vance by declaring that the publica- 
tion complained of was In the' public 
interest. After such a statement a con- 
viction would bo out of the question; 
nevertheless it seems to us thai Mr- 
Emmerson ought to have gone on with 
the case and had all the facts brought 
out before a jury, that is if lie ex- 
pects, as ho says,_ to have public opin- 
ion pronounce upon his character. 
The Colonist is opposed politically to 
Mr. Emmerron, but it would have been 
glad to il.'ivo s io:i him disprove, this 
charge rcelGrroS aiswnst him. 

Taking Mr. Emmerson's speech In 
the House of Commons, when he an- 
nounced liis resignation of Die port- 
folio of Railways and Canals, and his 
own evidence of what took place at the 
St. Lawrence Hall, it is impossible for 
him to expect to be restored to that 
place In public confidence which 
he once deservedly held. It Is an in- 
glorious ending of his career, but he 
has ibrought It upon himself. When 
Mr. Emmerson was a young man he 
gave every promise of prominent and 
successful public life. In his busi- 
ness relations he was honorable and 
lie rapidly gained the esteem and con- 
fidence of his neighbors. Upon his 
entry into local politics he was soon 
seen to be a person marked out for 
promotion, and when ultimately be be 
came Premier of the province of Nov 
Brunswick, he exhibited a sagacity in 
matters of administration, which gav 
much public satisfaction. It Is fair to 
say that his business qualities were 
producing good results in the manage 
ment of that exceedingly difficult mat 
ter, the Intercolonial Hallway. He was 
not a leader of men, but he had 
mastery of details, and there seemed 
to be every reason for supposing that 
lie had before Jilm a useful, if not bril- 
liant career in Parliament. The Col- 
onist makes no charges against him. 
It does not fool called upon to say 
whether or not it believes the charge 
that lias been made against him. It 
will content itself with saying that on 
the face of the facts no act of his 
public life will reflect more credit 
upon him than his prompt resigna- 
tion of his seat in the House of Com- 
mons. We say this with the greatest 
regret.

MR. CHURCHILL'S REASON. 

At the time of the announcement of 
the amendment secured by Mr. Mc- 
Brlde to the language of the proposed 
amendment to the British North 
America Act, which Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
wished the British parliament to adopt, 
the Liberal papers of this province 
asserted that the • words "final and 
unalterable" were struck out because 
the British parliament ' never passes 
laws with such a provision in them. 
The following which is the report of 
Mr. Winston Churchill's speech appear- 
ing in the London Times, while not aJ the people of this province to an ex- 
tent which will only be able to be 
properly appreciated at the next Fed- 
eral election. 



For a project that was relied upon 
to enchance the prestige of the Fed- 
eral government, the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific .scheme is not fulfilling the ex- 
pectations of Its supporters very well. 
The Company is to file a heavy claim 
for damages against the Government, 
for failure to live up to Its contract 
to have the section from Winnipeg to 
Lake Superior junction ready by the 
end of next year. In this connection, 
It may be added that the failure of the 
Government to make good Its prom- 
ises to British Columbia as to early 
construction work at this end of tho 
line has alienated the sympathy of 



verbatim reproduction of the Under-

It 
la highly satisfactory to know that the 
effect of the modern and more humane 
idea is as full of promise as Mr! 
Archibald represents It as being. 

We think that the club would lfave 
been glad to have heard more from 
its guest on the subject of juvenile 
offenders. This is one of the most 
dillicult phases of the administration of 
the criminal law, and sometimes we 
think that If a way could be devised 
in some cases to punish the parent as 
well as the child it would be a good 
thing. The Police Commissioners ol 
Victoria have decided to augment the 
police force with special officers 
charged with seeing what is Improper- 
ly called the "Curfew" by-law Is ob- 
served. Tills requires that children 
under a certain age shall not be allow- 
ed to roam the streets after certain 
hours at night. What would seem 
more reasonable to the Colonist would 
bo to appoint some sort of authority, 
which would tcacli parents their duty 
to see that their young children are at 
home after such hours as those prohi- 
bited by the by-law. Juvenile crime in 
the great majority of cases is the re- 
sult of parental carelessness. But this 
docs not help much in the solution of 
the probleiii of dealing with juvenile 
offenders. It is not our intention to 
speak of this matter at any great 
length today, and we shall only say 
that the officers of the law ought to 
do their utmost to devise a proper 
system for this very important depart- 
ment of the administration of justice, 
and the legislature ought not to be 
niggardly in granting appropriations to 
carry into effect any well-considered 

proposals.

MR. EMMERSON'S CASE 

It Is with very great regret that wo 
learn of the collapse of the prosecution 
instituted by Mr, Emmerson befor« 



represented. At this conference there 
was unanimous agreement by all states 
in the adoption of the proposals em- 
bodied In this bill, with the exception 
of British Columbia, which claimed a 
larger subvention than had been 
allocated to it. This claim was re- 
cognized by other members of the con- 
ference, aud an additional sum of 
$100,000 was granted for a period of 
ten years. The government of British 
Columbia, however, wen. not satisfied, 
and protested against the settlement 
being regarded as Una! and irrevocable. 
They also laid before His Majesty a 
petition asking that, In any legislation 
to give effect to tho Ottawa resolu- 
tions, the arrangement should not be- 
taken as of a final and irrevocable 
character. He did not pretend to go 
Into the merits of the difference be- 
tween British Columbia and the Fed- 
eral government. We on this side did 
not know enough to decide upon the 
merits of the claim. On tho other 
hand, he should be very sorry if It 
were thought that the action which 
His Majesty's government had decided 
to establish as a precedent that, when- 
ever there was a difference on a con- 
stitutional question between the Fed- 
eral government and one of the pro- 
vinces, the Imperial government would 
always lie prepared to accept the Fed- 
eral point of view as against the pro- 
vincial. (Hear, hear.) In deference 
to the representations of British Co- 
lumbia the words "llliul and unalter- 
able" applying to the revised scale had 
been omitted from the hill. Ho had 
received a letter from Mr. Fielding, 
the Finance Minister of the Dominion, 
saying lie hoped that the Imperial par- 
liament would facilitate the passage 
of this bill at the earliest possible 
moment, otherwise some of the pro- 
vinces might find themselves in a con- 
dition of considerable embarrassment. 

The order has gone forth from 
the city hall: "clean the streets." It 
is to be hoped that the response will 
ho immediate on the part of the citi- 
zens. It has been a long time com- 
ing. Let us hope that It will tie en- 
forced.

Fifty Thousand Volts Can be Convoyed 
By Either Howe Sound or Sey- 
mour Croek Valley 



June iMi.— Plans for the 
ol' UK' greatest water- 



\ ancouver, 
development ol' the 
powtr pi} ..the Pacjflc Coast on the 
Chealcamus River, at the head of 
Howe Sound, are now being perfected 
by a number of Vancouver business 
men. Messrs. 1 lemma & Burwell, who 
were engineers for the Vancouver 
Power Company when the Lake Co- 
qultlan power was developed, have 
Just made a report on the possibilities 
of the t'heakamus power. 

Briefly, three development schemes 
are outlined in this report, one by 
means of which 100,001) horsepower 
can be secured under a head of f> t> 5 
feet; another, which will give 75,000, 
horsepower at a head of 400 feet, and | _ nl !_! 
a third whereby :.'(>, OHO horsepower at 
a head of 15 feet can be secured. The 
greater the horsepower, the larger the 
initial installation expense would be. 

The report slums that the power 
plant will be located sixteen miles 
from tidewater on Howe Sound, and 
two routes are open for transmission 
of electricity to Vancouver. One of 
these is along the eastern shore of 
Howe Sound, past Point Atkinson, 
and along the northern shore of Hhiy- 
lish Bay and the inlet to tin Second 
Narrows., where the lines would span 
the Inlet. The other route is via the 
valley of Seymour Creek to the Sec- 
ond Narrows. By the Howe Sound 
route the distance from the power 
plant would be slxey-one miles, while 
over the divide and down Seymour 
Creek, the distance would be forty- 
seven miles. The latter route, is, 
however, open to grave objection, as 
in winter time, with twenty feet of 
snow on .the mountains, patrol and 
repair work on the transmission line 
would be well nigh impossible. It is 
proposed, to transmit the electrical en- 
ergy to Vancouver, at, 50,000 volts.

M. Keefer, who has 
Just returned from .Alert Bay. "This 
Indian brought the big kettle full of 

bills into the gift arena and setting it Puisne judge in remarking l 
flown In front of him signalled the 
others lo get into the game. Another 
brave, evidently a relative of the 
generous one, stood beside him call- 
ing off names from a written list. At 
each call some Indian would step up 
and receive a package of three $10 
notes neatly tied with twine. This 
went on until the kettle was empay.

RAINY RIVER MURDER. 

Circumstantial Evidence Arrayed 
Against the Prisoner, Paul. 

Konora, June 27. — The district attor- 
iy of Rainy river lias not had many 
nsatlonal cases, and the murder trial 
imw before the assizes has aroused 
great curiosity throughout the district. 
The man charged with murder, Win. II. 
Paul, was arraigned this afternoon on 
the charge of murdering a young man 
named llenry Shelling, near Plnmvood. 
era the Rainy river, on November 30th 
last. 

The crime charged shows much de- 
liberation anil brutality. Paul is a 
young man about I'l years, an Ameri- 
can. Shelling the murdered man, was 
about the same age, and it appears 
from the evidence that both of them 
came over from the States lo the town 
of Rainy river, looking fur work. Shel- 
ling, who was a German, was appar- 
ently a prudent living young man, and 
lor a time got work with the lumber 
company of Rainy river, and from 
them got a cheque for about $:!fl.

Officers Inspected Works Yes- 
terday and Saw Them In 
Successful Operation

The plant of the Silica Brick & 
Lime company at Atkins Siding has 
been completed and for the last throe 
days has been turning out finished 
brick. It will be taken over by the 
company from the contractor within 
the next few days. Yesterday the 
directors of the company, H. B. Thom- 
son, M. P. p., president, J. Klngham, 
treasurer, R. \V. Clark, secretary, and 
Messrs. Hlnton and John, of. the 
board, together with T. R. Whitely, 
manager of the Roval bank and rep- 
resentatives of the press, visited the 
works, where the operations under 
way were thoroughly explained by 
George II. Bradbury, the contractor, 
who installed the plant, and who is an 
expert in the manufacture of sand 
lime brick. 

Nestling against a hill of sand, in 
tlie middle of a large and extensive 
lied of limestone, the plant has its raw 
material right at i^t s door, enough to 
last for hundreds of years, according 
to Mr. Bradbury. The 13. & X. rail- 
way runs within twenty yards of it 
and a spur where cars may be loaded 
rusn under the hillsides along a plat- 
form, where the bricks are conveyed 
on small cars from the retorts, where 
they have been drying. The main 
building is of tin',.,, storys, the base- 
ment, where the sand ami lime in a 
dry condition are mixed, the upper 
story where the mixture is kneaded 
witli water and finally the ground 
floor, where the product from the oth- 
er two processes is poured Into the 

brick press and c< s out in its final 

shape, am! Is then retorted. 

The process in detail is as follows: 

The sand is wheeled from the sand 
bed to a. shaft leading to the base- 
ment, where a. current of hot air is 
turned upon it until it is thoroughly 
dry. Thence it goes to tin elevator 
and over a screen, where all particles 
of gravel are separated from it. It 
is then conveyed to a storage bin. 

In the meanwhile a somewhat sim- 
ilar process is going on with the lime. 
The limestone Is carried from the 
quarries upon the company's ground 
to kilns, where it is burned. It is 
then hydrated or slaked and conveyed 
into an immense retort, where in sep- 
arate tins capable of holding about 50 
pounds each, It is dried. Thence it 
Is conveyed to a storage bin on the 
same level with the storage bin for 
sand. 

Tlie sand and lime from the storage 
bins is automatically dropped into a 
dry mixing machine— a covered- trough 
In which a shaft furnished with many 
arms revolve — in the proportion of 
about per cent lime to ill per cent 
sand. After being thoroughly shaken 
together the mixture is conveyed to 
the upper story, where the wet mix- 
ing machine Is located. It is similar 
to the dry mixer stive that as the shaft 
with the arms attach revolve through 
the mixture water is dripped upon it 
from laps above. When It reaches the 
proper consistency, which is determin- 
ed by the foreman In charge of the 
work,- It is ready for forming. 

Down a shaft It is shovelled into 
the press. This is a huge iron ap- 
paratus furnished witli a number of 
moulds into which the mixture of 
lime sand and water is automatically 
kneaded. The mixture, which to the 
eye appears to lie but a mass of sand, j 
goes into ene end of tlie machine and I 
comes out of the other, with the 
shape and appearance of a dark grey 
brick. 

The bricks as they are turned out 
by the machine at the rate of about 
2.500 per hour are placed by hand on 
Iron ears. The latter arc pushed by 
band along a track to the retorts, i 
huge cylinders of steel, capable oi l 
holding twenty cars bearing 20,000 
brick. The retorts tire then closed j 
and 125 pounds pressure of steam is 
turned Into them from valves in the 
roof. The bricks tire left under this, 
pressure for from eight to ten hours. | 
They tire then ready for use and are 
conveyed to the platform with tlie con- 
sistency of the ordinary clay brick af- 
ter burning. With each additional 
day they harden until they ring like 
flint when struck together. 

I'pon tlie platform ready fur ship- 
ping were some sixteen thousand of 
the finished product. Taking one of 
these Mr. Bradbury heated one end in 
a small forge until it was red hot. 

The other end of it was stone cold 
and by it tlie brick could be picked I 
up and passed from hand to hand!

CANADIAN LABOR TROUBLES. 

Increase Shown by Reports to Depart- 
ment For May. 

Ottawa, June 27. — The reports to the 
labor department show that the num- 
ber of trade disputes during May was 
■10. an Increase of 12 over correspond- 
ing month of 1906. The loss In work- 
ing days was approximately SS.130 as 
compared' with' -15,1)75 In May last year. 
The Increase is largely due to' the 
strikes of the coal miners in the West 
and the longshoremen In Montreal. 
There were about 411 firms and 11,637 
employees affected by the various dis- 
putes. 

There was a marked upward tend- 
ency In wages in nearly all lines of In- 
dustry during the month. The number 
of new agreements with respect to 
wages reported to the department was 
considerably In excess of that reported 
during the corresponding period in any 
previous year since 1003. Nearly ail 
the new agreements were on the basis 
of higher wage schedules. In tho ma-

Four new and larger freighters are 
to be built without delay for the Blue 
Funnel line, for use in the Liverpool- 
Victoria trade, via the Orient. 

The new vessels will be similar In 
many particulars to the Bellerophon 
the big mastless freighter which bus 
just left this port lor the Sound to 
load her. outward cargo, but will have 
four masts. Tho vessels will each be 
fifty feet longer than the Bellerophon 
and the other four of her class added 
10 tho BIuo Funnel lino about a year 
ago. 

When the* Bellerophon and her four 
sister freighters were launched they 
were considered the last word in mod- 
ern freight-carriers. Alfred Holt ,t 
.Co., however, have planned some Im- 
provements for the lour new vessels, 
I which will be ot 10,00(1 tons gross, and 
especially built tor the round-the- 
world trade. They will each be 550 
feel long, 58 feel beam and -Hi. 6 feet 
deep. They will have their cargo 
holds divided into seven compartments, 
void of pilh rs and free from obstruc- 
tions, the decks being supported by. 
strongly constructed channel bars. 
There will be ample arrangement of 
derricks and steam winches as on the 
steamers now in service, but the four 
large derrick posts, standing forward 
and aft, with a bridge between, will 
be eliminated, the four masts taking 
their place. 

Shipping men will be much Inter- 
ested In the plans of the new freight- 
ers for the Blue Funnel line, especially 
in the return to the use of masts. 
Much comment was occasioned by the 
construction a year ago of the Titan, 
Cyclops, Antllochus, Teucer and Bel- 
lerophon, without masts. 

Tho addition of the four larger steel 
steamers to' tho Blue Funnel line has 
been necessary owing to the great de- 
velopment of the trade between Liv- 
erpool and the .North Pacific coast 
via the Orient. The Ning Chow, which 
left Yokohama yesterday, left the old 
country with a lull cargo for the Or- 
ient and this coast, of which 1,000 tons 
Is consigned to Victoria, mostly from 
tlie United Kingdom. The freight 
receipts and outward cargoes sent by 
these steamers have been growing 
rapidly, tin: amounts Increasing with 
every trip. .' 

Tho Bin no Funnel line, which In- 
cludes the Ocean SS. company's steam - 
j ers and the vessels of the China Mu- 
tual SS. company, and is operated in 
connection with the Butterfleld ,t 
Swire boats, has a fleet of fifty-six 
steamers, of Which 3S are Ocean SS. 
company steamers, :.j*n_d J.S belong tos 
the Chink -Mutual ijvet,- acquired a few. 
years ago by the company. The ton- 
nage of the steamers vary from 2,762 
tons of the Anchlses to 0,017 tons of 
tho Teuctr and Antllochus. 

Steamers arc dispatched weekly by 
the Blue Funnel line from Liverpool 
and every fourth is sent, across tho 
Pacific to Victoria and tlie Sound, the 
others returning homeward from 
Yokohama. Eight steamers are used 
in the service of this port, the Titan, 
Cyclops, Ounfa, Yangtzse, Bellerophon, 
Ningchow, Antllochus and Teucer. It 
Is probable that an accelerated sendee 
will be given when the new steamers 
are ready. 

Not alone Is it the intention to im- 
prove the Blue Funnel line, but plans 
have been approved for two new' Em- 
press liners to Improve the fast C. 
P. R. mail service, and steamers are 
building to improve tlie Nippon Yusen 
Kalsha line. Two steamers are to 
be added, too, to the Boston SS. com- 
pany's service, the Kumet'le and Sul- 
verlc being taken to run In connection 
uilh the Tremont and Hhawniut. 

These additions to the various fleets 
are due to the development of the 
trade of the Pacific ocean. The Blue 
Funnel line has the widest of fields, 
and its fleet, large though it is. has 
been found too small to cope with tlie 
trade. The company's vessels not only 
carry freight between Liverpool and 
the ports of the Orient and the North 
Pacific coast, hut tin- outward steam- 
ers leaving the Sound anil Victoria of- 
ten carry freight for the Philippics and 
also for Australia, trans-shipment of 
freight, for tlie Antipodes being made 
a 1 Hong Kong and Sirgappre. Quicker 
service to western Australia is given 
by this line, but tie' direct steamers 
to Australia can give better service 
to other points of tlie Australasian 
coasts.

Vancouver June i!7. — The Interna- 
tional yacht cup defender Alexandra, 
left last evening In tow of the tug 
Linda for Seattle and will arrive there 
this evening. This beautiful craft, de- 
signed by William Fife of Scotland, 
built of native B. C. woods, by the 
most expert Canadian shipwright at 
one of Vancouver's leading shipyards, 
and which represents the last word in 
up-to-date racing yacht design, and 
construction, will fly the colors of the 
Royal Vancouver yacht club. She 
will meet the Spirit, of Seattle the 
fastest yacht that American money 
and brains can secure, in a series of 
races for tin- handsome $1,000 inter- 
national perpetual challenge trophy 
donated by His Honor James Duns- 
mulr, lieutenant governor of British 
Columbia. This trophy, which is 
now being manufactured in the east, 
has been officially given into the care 
of the Royal Vancouver Yacht club to 
defend. 

Nominally the possession of (be 
Alexandra cup is to he decided by (lie 
best two out of three races. Hut those 
ditlng enthusiasts who have 
rival racers say that onlv two 
races wdll be sailed. There is only one 
conclusion lo draw from this confident 
assertion. That Is, thai the Fife de- 
aigned Canadian racer will win by two 
straight and that British yachting su- 
premacy which has been under a cloud 
of a long string of defeats for the 
America cup on the Atlantic coast has 
been In a measure vindicated on the 
racltle coast. At present there is not 
much betting on the coming Interna- 
tional races but what little cash has 
been placed has been at even money. 
One bet of 5100, made up by n syn- 
dicate of local yachtsmen against a I 
visiting American, was placed late 
yesterday afternoon and two other j 
bets of $50 each were made by Indi- 
viduals. But the big fleet of nearly 
thirty yachts which will leave for 
Seattle next Saturday night will carry 
fully 200 local' yachtsmen who will 
.show their confldonce in the cup de- 
fender's chances by placing their last! 
cent Hying the gold emblazoned, red, 
white and blue burgee of the Royal 
Vancouver Yacht club. About all that 
Is worrying the Vancouver yachtsmen 
Just now is whether or no they will 
bo able to get their hols down at even 
money. As far as victory is con- 
cerned they practically consider it all 
over but the Inevitable shouting and 
whistle blowing. 



Capt. Graveley and the crew of the 
Alexandra will then have at least live 
days in which to complete their tun- 
ing up of the racer and also to be- 
come thoroughly familiar with the 
course over which the international 
races will be sailed. Right here it 
may be said that Capt. Graveley Is no 
stranger to those waters and the way 
be has the tides and currents down 
there in Elllott_ bay and Pugot sound 
figured out may yet surprise the over 
confident Americans who think that 
Ted Geary the designer, builder and 
skipper nf the cup challenger Spirit, 
is the whole log book In yachting lore.

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FROM THE CHIEFTAIN 



Captain Alex McLean Tells of 
Incidents Connected With 
Fire On Tug 



SNIP IVY HAS BEEN SOLO 



Purchased by Victoria Syndicate- 
British Steamers Chartered to 
' Load Lumber at Vancouver 



The tug Chieftain, which is in com- 
mand of Capt. Alex. McLean, at one 
timo called ■•The Sea Wolf," whose 
adventures have furnished columns to 
Pacific coast newspapers, ami concern- 
ing whom more has been written in 
regard to adventures he has never had. 
Is being- surveyed and specifications 
will be drawn up today, when tenders 
will he called by the underwriters for 
the repairs necessary 'to the vessel. 
The Chieftain took lire and her upper 
works and deck were destroyed by 
flumes abotil three weeks ago, when 
the ttiK was anchored off Tort Bs- 
. slngton in the Sl\ena. She was 
towed south by the Venture. 
' Capt. McLean, who Is in a new role, 
as master of a tugboat, says the crew 
of the river steamer Northwest at- 
tempted to take possession of his ves- 
sel after the lire occurred, claiming 
that she was abandoned. 

"Why, they were regular pirates," 
said the Sea Wolf. 

The weather was very hot when the 
fire occurred. The steamer had ar- 
rived off It. Cunningham & Son's dock 
and anchored about a cable's length 
distant. .Mr. Cunningham had gono 
ashore, and the captain and crew, ex- 
cepting the watchman, slept, tired out 
after a heavy day's work. About 10 
p. m. Capt. McLean was wakened by 
a suffocating smell of smoke, and put- 
ting his head out from the cabin win- 
dow he saw flames breaking from the 
'fireroom. He believed the coal took 
fire as a result of spontaneous com- 
bustion. All hands were called out 
and ordered to work. The hose and 
flro buckets were cut off from them, 
however, and the flames were leaping 
forward. 

Capt. McLean whistled five times, 
the signal for assistance, and the 
Northwest, Capt. Bonsar, bore over 
toward the burning vessel. In the 
meantime the captain and boat's crew 
went to the government steamer Vul- 
can and landed ashore seeking assist- 
ance. Capt. McLean was returning 
on board alone when his boat was 
crushed by the river steamer. Be- 
fore he reached the vessel again ho 
found two men from the Northwest 
on ' board and the steamer playing a 
hose on the burning tug. 

"What do you want aboard here'.'" 
said Capt. McLean, when he saw men 
on board. 

' "We've taken possession of this ves- 
sel; found her abandoned," replied the 
invaders. 

• "You did, did you?" said the Sea 
Wolf. "You've got another guess 
coining; I'm in charge here." 

• Meanwhile the Northwest continued 
to play a stream of water on the fire, 
the Vulcan came to the assistance and 
aid came from shore, the fire being 
Ultimately subdued, but not before the 
deck forward and considerable of the 
housework had been burned away. 

The owners of the Northwest made 
a salvage claim against the rhlpftnln 
and the two men of her crew remained 
Oil board. 

They were not interfered with by the 
Chieftain's crew and were told not to 
interfere with the work on board the! 
Vessel unless, as Capt. McLean put It, I 
they happened to be good swimmers.! 
When the chieftain's crew, however, J 
wero about to make some repairs the] 
two men interfered. 

"We were ordered not to allow any- 
thing done," they said. 

"By whom'."" asked the Sea Wolf. 

"By the owners of the Northwest," 
they replied. "Didn't we lake pos- 
session of your tug when she was 
abandoned?" 

Ultimately a telegram came ft'"iii 
Vancouver: "Release the vessel," and 
the two men from the Northwest went 
hack to that vessel. Meanwhile a 
salvage case is threatened In the 
courts, the owners of the Northwest 
claiming reward for services rendered 
to the Chieftain. 

The Chieftain is lying at Turner- 
Beeton & Co.'s wharf, and Capt. .Mc- 
Lean Is renewing acquaintances It 
is as a sealer thai the Sea Wolf Is besl 
known. lie was in charge of the 
Acapulco, ex-Carmenclta. ex-.lennie 
Thalln, when that vessel attempted 
to raid the rookery a. Copper Islands 
in August, 1904. A boat's crew was 
rowing ashore to club and skin what 
seals they could get when the lius- 
slan guard fired upon the heat as It 
raised In the swell of the bay off the 
seal island, the bullets flying thick 
about the craft. Two of the would- 
be raiders were hit. one receiving a 
bullet through the loot, the other one 
through the jaw. The latter, whose 
name was Walter York, .lied at Port 
ToWnsond marine hospital, where lie 
went after the schooner returned to 
Victoria. Tile following season Capt. 
McLean Went out from here In the 
same vessel, which then hail a pro- 
visional Mexican register, afterwards 
repudiated. Action was taken against 
the vessel's owners in the United 
States court at San Francisco and an 
• indictment was found against Capt. 
McLean, then sealing In Bering sea. 
United States cutters were instructed 
to seize the vessel. Newspapers placed 
on board from the whaling steamer 
Alice Knowles Informed the crew' of 
this and they refused to continue the 
voyage, the vessel being obliged to re- 
turn here. Her sealskins wero landed 
at Clayoquot, which was not a port of 
entry and the collector of customs 
fined' the vessel $1,000. The schooner 
was afterward sold by the admiralty 
court io satisfy claims for wages and 
was bought in by peuplo formerly in- 
terested In her, who wero resident in 
San Francisco. They sold the schoon- 
er some months ago to a San Oiogo 
firm for use on the Mexican coast. 

Capt. McLean was a master of the 
James Hamilton Lewis when that ves- 
sel was seized by the Russian cutter 
Aleut and on that occasion the .scaler's 
crew tried to put the Russian craft 



out of commission by throwing a chain 
about her propeller. This scheme 
failed and all wero taken to Petropav- 
lovsk and Imprisoned. 

During tho Bering sea claims com- 
mission the captain came to Victoria 
under pay of the United States gov- 
ernment to collect evidence bearing 
out tho- United States case. By a 
strange coincidence the government he 
worked for at that time is holding an 
indictment for him for illegal sealing, 
and the United States consul many 
months ago endeavored to hcivo the 
British Columbia government arrest 
him for extradition on this count un- 
der the terms of the modus Vivendi. 
It was pointed out that tho modus Vi- 
vendi did not cover such a case. 

After leaving the Carmenclta and 
coming to Victoria Capt. McLean en- 
gaged in fishing With the schooner 
Ella G, afterward sold to Capt. Voss 
and now engaged In sealing. While 
thus engaged ho w is obliged on one 
occasion to run into Neah bay for 
shelter from a storm. A United 
States revenue cutter arrived off the 
harbor and Capt. McLean cut and ran, 
escaping to British Columbia waters 
once again, and he has not left them 
since. He became master of a tug 
at Vancouver after leaving the fishing 
business and later proceeded to the 
Skeena to take charge of the tug 
Chieftain, of which ho still lias 
charge. 

EXCITING RACE. 

Steamer Princess Victoria r..nd the Big 
Oceanic Liner Sonoma in Contest. 

Yesterday morning when the Triii- 
cess Victoria returned from Seattle 
those on board told of an exciting race 
of the previous evening when tho ves- 
sel was on her way from Victoria to 
Seattle. Near Point Wilson the Jap- 
anese liner Shlnano Maru, which left 
Victoria an hour before the Prl-ncess 
Victoria, was sighted and the C. P. R. 
.steamer, going at her usual speed, 
passed her'as though she wore lying at 
anchor, the passengers and crew of 
the Japanese vessel cheering tho filer 
as she went by. Far ahead the steamer 
Sonoma, the big two-funnelled Ocean- 
ic. It'ner under charter to the Paclilc 
Coast steamship Company, was seen 
bound from Vancouver to Seattle. The 
Sonoma's officers had evidently seen 
tin' Princess coining up behind her for 
Hame began to spurt from her two 
slacks Indicating busy times in the 
fireroom. The Scnoina was then ten 
miles In front of the Princess Victoria, 
which was coming up fast. .The in- 
tervening distance became less and 
less and soon the two steamers were 
abreast, the passengers of both shout- 
ing and cheering. Two minuter or less 
they remained in close proximity, and 
then the Princess Victoria quickly 
drew ahead, and the Sonoma's comple- 
ment cheered again and again. Capt. 
Cousins was graceful. He tooted 
three whistles as the Princess swept 
by In acknowledgment of tho flyor's 
victory. Olticers of the Princess Vic- 
toria state that the steamer was not 
racing, and steaming only at her usual 
speed. Had she been racing tho Son- 
oma would have been distanced much 
earlier. 

The Princess Victoria brought no 
less than eight bridal couples from 
Seattle yesterday morning, all coming 
to spend their honeymoon In Victoria. 



FOR THE NORTH 

Steamers Princess May and Venture 
Leave for Northern Ports 

The steamer Princess May, of the 
C. P. R. skagway line, Capt. McLeod, 
left port last night at 11 p. m., follow- 
ing the steamer Venture, of the Bos- 
colwtz SS. company, which left an 
hour earlier. Both were well filled 
with freight and passengers. The Prin- 
cess May took several large shipments 
for Yukon points and a passenger list 
which included the following; E2. A.

CHARTERED FOR LUMBER 

Steamers Earl of Douglas and Strath- 
fillan Coming to Vancouver 

Tlie steamers Marl of Douglas and 

Strathfillan have 1 n r bartered to 

load lumber at Vancouver to ports of 
the Atlantic .oast, north of Hatt'-ras, 
charterer's option. tine of the two 
vessels is chartered for a single trip, 
while the other ha.- been taken on a 
line- charter for a year to carry lum- 
ber from the British Columbia mills 
to the Atlantic coast of the United, 
Slates. This is an entirely new de- 
parture in steamship chartering, and 
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incut lor steamers in 
thi' future. Last year cargoes were 
sent (o that part of the Atlantic coast 
by sailing vessels, some of which were 
converted Into coal barges on arrival. 

The Marl of Douglas, which is a 
British steamer of 2,7(11 tons, Capt. 
Jameson, is now en route from New- 
castle, Australia, to San Francisco 
with a cargo of coal. She left New 
York on Feb. 17 for Port Natal and 
thence proceeded Via Sabang to 
Shanghai, whence she. went to New- 
castle to load for the Golden Gate, and 
will come from there to Royal Roads 
for orders. 

The Strathfillan Is also coming from 
Australia with coal and will proceed 
to Royal Roads after discharging. This 
vessel has the time charter for twelve 
months. 



BRTIT1SH STEAMERS 

Will Carry Coal From Atlantic to Pa- 
cific for U. S. Navy Department 

Seven British steamers have been 
chartered to transport coal from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast for the 
United Slates government. Pour of 
these vessels will go to Bremerton at 
a rate of $0.25 and three to San Fran- 
cisco at $('i.r>0, ' the higher rato being 
paid to that, port owing to the fact 
that il Is easier to get outward freight 
from tho north. These fixtures In con- 
junction wath the large number of 
steamers coining with coal from Aus- 
tralia wdll add to the already weak 
condition of the freight market on the 
Pacific coast. 

Shipping Illustrated, referring to 
theso charters says: 

"Chartering of foreign ships for 
coastwise service by the United States 
government must certainly appear to 
the averago observer as rather an ex- 



traordinary proceeding. Indeed, It is 
not surprising that the action is re- 
garded in tho shipping trade as a very 
unfair discrimination against the pub- 
lic, while tho conditions established 
must be held to discriminate with 
equal unfairness against the American 
coal miner. The foreign tonnage 
taken by the government for this 
transgression of our coastwise laws In- 
cludes the British steamers Bura and 
Fcrndenc, for coal from Norfolk to the 
Bremerton navy yard, prompt, at $6.10, 
ami the British steamers Angus and 
Strathfalrln from Norfolk to Mare 
Island, July, at $G.^o. The govern- 
ment has also chartered three Amer- 
ican sailing ships for coal to tho Pa- 
cific, tho Bangalore, Astral and Edj 
ward Sewall, all from Baltimore or 
Norfolk to Honolulu, at 

There is no secret in the fact that 
hail the American ships above referred 
to not been taken by the government, 
they could easily have secured private 
charters for American coal to the Pa- 
cific coast, and foreign ships would 
likewise be employed on private char- 
ter for this trade if permission could 
be obtained, but by the action ot the 
government in Hie matter not only 
are American consumers on the Pa- 
cific deprived of the privilege of using 
American coal, but our coal owners are 
absolutely deprived of the means ol 
transporting their product to the mar- 
ket on tho opposite coast, for there is 
no other American tonnage available 
for tho purpose. In this manner, 
therefore, the government directly dis- 
criminates against the pastern coal 
men In favor of the collieries ot Aus- 
tralia and British Columbia, by com- 
pelling our Pacific coast citizens to 
use tho foreign coal because It is the 
only article in the line that they can 
obtain. it is no wonder therefore 
that in the same charter list last week 
were, recorded several fixtures lor coal 
from Newcastle, N. S. W„ to Honolulu, 
San Francisco and other American 
Pacific ports. Nor does the cause 
for complaint cease, for the demands 
of our navy in the Pacific are reported 
to have involved negotiations now 
pending for additional charters to fol- 
low by the government. 

NEW FREIGHTERS, 

Seven Vessels Under Construction For 
Watts, Watts & Co. 

Seven new modern freighters ai 'o 
he built at British shipyards for Wa s. 
Watts it Co., for use in the Paeilie 
carrying trade in which most of the 
company's steamers are being used. 
The company's Meet is being Improved 
by the. weeding out of some of the 
smaller vessels, three having recently 
been sold to Japanese buyers for the 
rlce-carrylng trade. Those disposed 
of were the Rlackhcath, Isleworth and 
Greenwich. The new steamers will be 
larger and belter tilted than the other 
steamers of the company's Meet, which 
now numbers about forty vessels. 
Nearly all the company's steamers are 
named after villages of the South of 
England. 

The Sa'ndown of the Waits, Watts 
fleet is expected today from Guayamas, 
Mexico, which port she left on June 
19th for here. The Sandown Is com- 
ing north In ballast, under charter to 
load lumber at Chemalnus. if she is 
delayed she will lose her charter, 
which expired on Sunday. 



PRINCESS OFF WAYS. 

Government Tug Completing Exten- 
sive Overhaul — Will Soon Enter 
Commission. 

The government stf.am.er Princess, 
which has been acting as tender to 
the Mudlark, has been towed back to 
the government wharf after being ex- 
tensively overhauled at the Victoria 
Machinery depot. The greater part of 
tho tug's housework was taken off, the 
boiler was taken out and repaired ex- 
tensively, 'new bulwarks were built, 
and considerable other work done to 
tlie vessel. It is expected that another 
week or ten days will lie occupied in 
replacing the house work and gelling 
the steamer ready to resume service. 
The government steamer Petrel has 
been acting as lender to the dredger,

commission. The Princess was built 
to the order of the public works de- 
partment in 1SS7.

The Ger- 
man vessel was 37 days off the Capo 
of Storms, where strong northwest 
gales and with seas washing over tho 
ship almost constantly. Damage was 
done to the ship during this long per- 
iod of storm, several sails liolng car- 
ried away and minor Injuries result- 
ng on deck from heavy sens. On 
iMarch 12th in latitude 45 degrees 
south, Agarro Matterson, a seaman fell 
from a yard a distance of twenty- 
five feet to the deck and died two 
hours later from his injuries. He was 
burled at sea. On May 6th the second 
mate of the ship slipped and fell on 
the main deck, breaking his collar 
bone. 



REACHES PORT 

Overduo Hilston Arrives— Captain is 
Well Known in Victoria 

The overdue British ship Hilston, 
which was quoted tor reinsurance at 
fi per cent, reached Hamburg safely a 
few days ago from Caleta Colosa, on 
the South American coast, which porl 
she left on January 15. Captain Cor- 
rance of the Hilston is well known in 
Victoria, having married Miss His- 
cneks. daughter of Mr. Hlscocks, drug- 
Pist. of this rdtv. The British ship 
Inglehorn, Capt Lovett had also 
reached Hamburg after a long passage. 
The Inglehorn left Antofagasta on 
January 28, and passed the Isle of 
Wight op her way to Hamburg on 
.Tune 12. 

IVY IS SOLD 

American Ship Bought by Syndicate 
of Victoria Shipping Men 

The American ship Ivy, which has 
been lying at Esquimau since her ar- 
rival from Hongkong on April 5, has 
been sokj to \le X Mr-nnrmott, of the 
Victoria * Vancouver Stevedoring 
company and a syndicate' o! local 
shipping men. The deal was consu- 
mmated a few days ago, the price be- 
ing. 11 is stated, hi the neighborhood 
of $11,00(1. The lv>, which was owned 
by It. Duncan, of Hongkong, was in 
command of Capt. Stetson, who has 
been In charge ,,f the vessel for the 
last seven years It is not known what 
the new owners will do with the Ivy. 
but it is likcl. that she will bo dis- 
mantled and converted into a barge. 

Tlie Ivy, which is registered -al 
Portland. Ore., was built in 1876 by 
C. V. Minott, ai Pittsburg, Maine, and 
is 184.3 fe.-i long. 37.2 feet beam and 
23.8 feet deep. A year ago last March 
the vessel had one of the most trying 
voyages in her thirty years service. 
Cajit. Stetson, who was in command 
said yesterday: "The Ivy was then In 
the timber trad" between Singapore 
and Shanghai, and was bound up 
({trough the eastern sea when more 
than half the crew died of berl-beri, 
and were buried"' in ,the eastern sea. 
The victims of'" The "Oriental disease 
were all Chinese, all on hoard except 
the mate and myself being of that 
nationality. Five of us were left to 
navigate the vessel in the trying 
weather of winter In the China sea, 
and we had an awful time. Two men 
who were steering, while the few sur- 
vivors lolled with the sails, had to sit 
on chairs at the wheel, their feet and 
legs being useless in consequence of 
the disease. We burled the carpen- 
ter, the last victim of the epidemic of 
berl-beri, the day before the Yangtze 
pilot came on board to take the vessel 
into Shanghai. 

"Then, when bound here from 
Shanghai, the Ivy encountered a ty- 
phoon which dismasted her In the Kll 
channel and she was forced to put 
Into Hongkong for repairs. She came 
to Victoria front Hongkong arriving in 
April, and was then offered for sale." 



HS TRIP AROUND 
WORLD IN FORTY DAYS 



SQUIMALT AND NANA1M0 RAILWAY 



British Officer Has Accomplised 
Trip, Via Victoria, in 
That Time 



Some days ago an account was given 
in these columns of tho possibilities 
of a journey around the world via Vic- 
toria, the C. P. R. system and the 
Trans-Siberian railway. A London 
despatcli says Lleut.-Col. Burnley 
CampbelK Handed at Dover on Juno, 
13th after completing a circle of the 
world in forty days and nineteen and 
a half hours. If he had caught the St. 
Petersburg express at Berlin on June 
12th, he would have reduced tho time 
by several hours. 

He left Liverpool on May 3rd, at 7.20 
]>. m. His route was via Quebec, ..Vic- 
toria, Yokohama, Taugara, Vladivos- 
tok, Moscow, Berlin a-nd Ostend to 
Dover. 

Lleut.-Col. Campbell left here on tho 
Empress of Japan on May 13th, and 
lost two days hero owing to tho vessel 
being ordered into quarantine because 
of live of her Chinese crew suffering 
from smallpox. The Empress was 
again detained at Yokohama, and the 
traveller landed at the Japanese port 
about a day a-nd a half later than he 
would otherwise have done had no 
misadventure occurred to delay the 
journey.

THRILLING SEA TALE 

Wrecked Crew's Experience on an Ice- 
berg in Arctic 

The Norwegian steamer Konigbcrg. 
landed the shipwrecked crew of the 
Norwegian sealer Prince Olaf at Scal- 
loway. Shetland Islands, on June 13, 
accordiiif to English papers received 
yesterday, and a thrilling tale of the 
sea was told by the shipwrecked men. 
The sealing vessel which went from 
OUasund, Norway, with Capt. Karl 
Godl and 10 men, was headed through 
an Inlet of the lee after seals on May 
211, last when the Ice suddenly closed, 
crushing the bottom out of the shin 
and leaving I he w reck of the upper 
portion on top of the ice. T.he crew 
were all on deck at the time, and 
managed to get out two boats. They 
were able to secure some clothing, a 
small quantity of coal, and some fresh 
water. Tho Ice opened out again, 
leaving a waterway. The crew saw 
an Iceberg not far away, and decided 
to pull lo it ami shelter there. 

The berg was not very high, and 
thev managed to get on to il. dragging 
up their two boats along with them. 

They turned the boats upside down, 
and with the coals they had lighted a 
lire. The weather was very severe, 
snow falling and the temperature be- 
ing bitterly cold. They had biscuits 
and water, and these were shared out 
among the unfortunate men, most of 
whom had given up all hope of res- 
cue. 

After being some 2S hours on the 
Iceberg they observed a sail in. the 
distance making towards them. Rais- 
ing a flag on ;m oar, the sailors made 
all endeavor to draw the attention of 
the vessel to their position. The 
vessel observed the signals, and bore 
down towards the Iceberg. When the 
ship was near the iceberg the ship- 
wrecked crew launched their two 
boats and pulled out to the rescuing 
craft. 

She proved to be the Norwegian 
sealer Gunlldl, and the castaways were 
taken on board and treated with ev- 
ery kindness. The Gulnildl transferred 
the crew to the Konlgsberg.

MARINE NOTES. 

The Hteamer Sonoma, of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company will sail to- 
night for San Francisco. 

Cables from Bremen, received dur- 
ing the week report the removal by 
tho International Sailing Ship Owners' 
Union of the differential of 30 cents a 
ton against Portland on grain ships 
loading at that port. 

On her trip to San Francisco from 
Nanaimo with coal, the Norwegian 
steamer Hornelin passed the large log 
raft containing 3.000,000 feet of timber 
from Portland for San Diego. The 
raft in tow of tug Dauntless was labor- 
ing in a heavy sea and making poor 
headway. 

During the past month, six iron and 
steel sailing vessels, totaling 9.500 tons 
register,, changed hands, realizing 
about £.13,000. Five of them were 
British owned, the largest (the Lyn- 
ton, a steel four-masted barque of 
2,324 tons register) still retaining the 
British Hag, having been purchased by 
a Liverpool owner, the remainder pass 
to foreigners. 

The American wooden ship Aryan, 
1,930 tons register, built at Phippa- 
hurg. Me., in 1893, and now on the 
Pacific coast, is said to have been sold 
to Atlantic coast buyers and will be 
taken round the Horn with a lumber 
cargo. She may later be converted Into 
a barge. 

A gasoline launch owned by the 
O'Brien Logging- Company of Van- 
couver took tire following an explos- 
ion of Secbelt on Tuesday and J. M. 
O'Brien, foreman and a companion 
were obliged to save themselves by 
swimming. 

Balloonists Drowned 

Niouport, Belgium, June '-'7 — Tugs 
that went out Tuesday night in an 
attempt to reach a baloon that had 
fallen Into the sea returned last night, 
their search proving fruitless. They 
were unable to catch up with tho bal- 
loon, which was driving along with 
great speed before a southwest gale. 
The balloon, carrying two men, was 
seen at Dunkirk and when the aero- 
nauts took refuge in the netting, as 
the basket soon was under water, they 
mush havo boon drowned.

Sir, — Under the new regulations no 
water is permitted to be used on lawns 
or gardens after 10 p. in. o'clock. Can 
Ills Worship the Mayor, in the face 
of his often repeated statement that 
there is plenty of water in Elk Lake, 
give any reasonable explanation lor this 
restriction'.'

PRAIRIE CROP OUTLOOK 

Winnipeg, Juno 27— The Manitoba 
department of agriculture today Is- 
sued the first of this season's crop re- 
ports. 11 .shows that the total grain 
area In the province, owing to re- 
tarded operations, has been decreased 
1)6,1 47 acres below last year. Tho 
total wheat area, suffered a decrease 
of 351,981 acr.-s, while oats and bar- 
ley were largely Increased. The actual 
acreago sown to wheat this year Is 
2,789,5S3 acres, to oats 1,213,696 ac 
and barley l>49,570 acres. Prospects 
are generally reported excellent. 

A farmer "f South Qu'Appollo, thin 
morning staled that the wheat crop 
in that district was more promising 
al the present time than at the cor- 
responding period In any year since 
1901, in which season there was an 
exceptionally heavy crop, With this 
statement of the conditions in Iho 
wheat-growing districts reports made 
by agents of the CP.lt. agree very 
closely. In telegrams received by Iho 
Genera) Superintendent this morning 
there is no dlsordant note. From ev- 
ery portion of the country there enmc 
reports of perfect growing weather, 
with abundant showers of rain. Some 
districts report Ihe rainfall an inch, 
others speak of repeated showers af- 
fording all tho needed moisture. One 
agent reports the growth as fourteen 
Inches, others as one foot, others Ironi 
four to ton Inches. At tho worst the 
crop Is not more than two weeks later 
than last year, and with a continuance) 
of the present weather conditions, all 
that Is lacking may be made up In all 
parts of the west.
